‘you should give out, provided the letter is given 
in full, with the date. 

ALICE BRADFORD WILES. 

This note was delivered to Mrs. McClelland 
last night at her residence, 417 Superior 
street. s. McClelland at first said she 
would Ow the contents of the letter to be 
seen at some other time, but would not pro- 
duce it at that time. Two hours later she 
reconsidered and gave out the letter which. 
has assumed the central point of interest 
in the D. A. R. fight. 

The letter 18 over à year old and was writ- 
ten by Mrs. Wiles in relation to the last 
annual election of the D. A. R. The points 
in which the letter is said to incriminate 
Mrs. Wiles are that it shows a plot to secure 
the instruction of delegates, proves Mrs. 
Wiles imperialistic in methods and domi- 
neering in office. Mrs. Wiles says that it 
was her duty as regent of the Chicago chap- 
ter to name a plan of procedure for the 
election of delegates. 


Text of the Letter. 


The letter, about which so much has been 
said, follows: 

Jan. 16, 1901.—My Dear Mrs. McClelland.— 
Thinking about it all the way home, I am strongly 
of the opinion that it is inexpedient to make 
any motion about instructions before the nomina- 
tlon and election of delegates. First, because the 
discussions will stir up feeling. The delegates 
won't want to talk to it, for fear of antagonizing, 
and they are among our strongest supporters. They 
could talk freely after election. Second, the 
delegates, who are perfectly willing to follow in- 
structions, will be antagonized by the thought 


Third, the great number of women will not un- 
derstand that the opposition to instructions is op- 
position to individuals, and they may vote against 
instructions in general, when they would vote 
for instruction in favor of certain indviduals, 
There are few people who have reached the ideal 
plane where the personal influence does not go 
much farther than the impersonal. Fourth, if cer- 
tain people are cowards, as you say, they would 
dare much more to impose an impersonal resolu- 
tion than to oppose instructions for certain indi- 
viduals. 

Fifth—I think we can elect delegates who will 
not need such a vote. Sixth—We can (if we do 
not elect such delegates) accomplish the same 
result by a motion that any delegate not will- 
ing to obey instructions be and hereby is request- 
ed to resign.’’ In the face of that no one would 
dare disobey instructions.

MABEL WHITNEY LOCATED IN 
CARROLL AVENUE BY POLICE. 


Refuses to Make Public Explanation 
of Her Disappearance, Which Had 
Puzsied Her Friends, bat Brother- 
in-Law, Who Has Taken Her in 
Charge, Insists She Was Detained 

Against Her Will—Threatens Prose- 


cution for Those 


Mabel Whitney, the La Grange girl whose 
whereabouts has been a mystery to her rela- 
tives and the city police force since Satur- 
day, was found last evening in the hause 
of Mrs. Kate Fray at 642 Carroll avenue. 
Lieutenant John T. O'Hara of the Lake 
Street Police Station went to Mrs. Fray’s 


then notifig? Thomas M. Campbell, brother- 
in-law of the girl, and she was soon re- 
moved to his residence _ 1542 J ackson boule- 
vard. 

Why Miss Whitney has been in hiding since 
Saturday is stilla secret. She refused to be 
seen last night, and Mr. Campbell declined 
to say anything about the disappearance 
except that the first theory of the family 
was correct, and that the girl had been 
detained against her will. 

My sister-in-law is in my house,” said 
Campbell last night, and she is glad to be 
mere. She was detained against her will, 
and somebody will have to answer for the 
deed. Warrants® will be issued as soon as 
the person impli¢ated can be located. Until 
then nothing will be made public.” 


Paid for Room in Advance. 

“The young woman came to my house on 
Saturday evening, answered Mrs. Fray, 
when asked to explain the girl’s Hresence 
there. She asked for a room and offered 
to pay in advance, and although I thought it 
strange I gave her my own room, for I needed 
the money to meet my rent bill. She was 
known by the name of ‘ Viola’ and did not 
offer to give any other name, She never left 
the house until the police came for her, and 
I know that no one called to see her. She 
appeared in deep study all the time and never 
spoke unless she was spokento. Iattempted 
to get her to talk aBout her family, but she 
would not do 80.“

We had not expected to hear from the 
girl for several days,“ he said, in talking of 
her recovery, and when the police informed 
us that she had been found we could hardly 
believe it. It sounded too good to be true. 
I hurried to the police station and when I

She 
said her name was Viola something—began 
with 8.“ anyway. But she didn't say it 
as if she meant it, and I thought she had 
another name. Nobody came to see her 
and she didn't write any letters—just sat 
in her room. She said she was afraid to go 
home because her folks would beat her. 

“She never wanted to talk about herself 
much. I asked her if some man wasn’t 
the cause of her running away. She just 
about the same as said there was. She 
never told any names, though. I knew there 
was something wrong, but didn’t know just 
what it wae until I saw a paper on Tuesday 
with her picture in it. I sat down where 
she could see me and began to look at the 
picture. She came up and looked over my 
shoulder.

After that she told me that she was 
Mabel Whitney.

Fray says he confronted her with the 
Statement that he knew the man who was 
the cause of her leaving her home.

He says Miss Whitney retorted: 

„Well, you don't know anything bad about 
him. ” 

Fray says fai’ asa W who plays in 
many resorts he knows many young white 
men, and he thinks one of them sent the 
girl to his house. 


Disappeared Last Saturday. 
The last acquaintance to see Miss Whitney 
until she was found last night was Mise Har- 
riet Morritz, who had gone shopping with 


Whitney left her at State and Adams streets 
about the middle of the afternoon last Satur- 
day. 

Miss Whitney is the daughter of Charles A. 
Whitney, editor of the Suburban News at La 
Grange. Both he and the girl's mother had 
just recovered from serious illness, and the 
shock of their daughter’s disappearance al- 
most prostrated them: Miss Whitney is 20 
years old and was employed fn the office of 
Thomas I. Kidd of the International Wood- 
workers’ union. 


Thinks Daughter Was Drugged. 

Mr. Whitney was in bed last night under 
the care of a physician and could not be 
seen. Mrs. Wliitney said: 
Nr. Campbell telephoned us: Mabel is 
with us, well and happy.’ It was so late 
that as long as I knew she was safe I did 
not go to see her. Her father and I will 
visit ber in the morning. I think Mabel 
was drugged. I am sure she has been held 
at that house against her will.”’ 

Police on New Lead. 

Police are investigating a story told by 
Jacob Armstrong, a porter in a saloon at 
Forty-fifth avenue and Harrison street, the 
corner where passengers leave the elevated 
road for the La Grange cars.

Last month Turner had some mules and 
other goods levied on for a debt,.and a 
few nights ago he with others went to Vir- 
Sinla where the property was taken, se- 
cured what was formerly his, and returned 

to the Quarter House.“ 


Posse Goes After Turner. 

Today Deputy Sheriff Will Thompson sum- 
moned a posse of ten or fifteen men for the 
purpose of arresting Turner at his saloon. 
The Louisville and Nashville refused to 
convey the officers to the saloon, and they 
footed it through the mountains. Turner 
had heard that an attempt would be made 
to arrest him, and he and his men, fifteen in 
number, gave the officers a warm reception. 
The saloon is well suited for an attack like 
this. It is built of huge logs: and is sur- 


| rounded by a thirty-foot fence, in which 


loopholes are cut so that the inmates can 
shoot at outsiders, 

Turner’s surrender was demanded. His 
reply was a volley.» Charley Cecil of Mid- 
dlesboro was riding a pony in plain view 
of the Turner gang. Some one, who is be- 
lieved to have been Mike Welch, Turner's 
bartender, raised a window of the log house 
and shot Cecil, who fell dead. Instantly

Total Loss Not Known. 

It is said the posse lost more than one man 
and that some of the Middlesboro fighters 
may now be lying dead or dying in some of 
the hollows surrounding the “ Quarter 
House.“ 

Some of the deputies came in tonight with 
their rifles over their shoulders, They state 
that half of the men are still at the Quar- 
ter House and that they will return with 
reinforcements. 
ble is not atanend. Turner, who has 
several men, is not one who is easi 
nered, and it is believed that he will organize 
a band and avenge the death of his friends 
and the burning of his saloon. 


Saloon Noted for Murders, 

Turner, the proprietor of the saloon, grad- 
uated at Rose Hill, Va. He wasa brother of 
„% Wild Bill“ Turner, who was killed several 
years ago. The Quarter House is widely 
known because of the number who have been 
killed there. Placing the day’s number of 
deaths at six the score is now fifty-nine 
killed and thrice that number wounded.

The story was printed “ by request,” the 
editors of the Club Woman say. By 
whose request!“ ask the club women. The 
answer has been delayed somewhere in 
trensmission. 


Wince at the Title:

The title, which has struck the Chicago 

club women with siledge-hammer force, 
seems to have no particular connection with 
the story. Almost any other title would 
fit the fiction as well. “A Study in Black 
and White would be a great deal better 
at least more definite. Those who have 
gavored representation at the federation 
meetings of their dark skinned sisters are 
inclined to think that “The Rushing In 
of Fools” is designed as a caption for the 
general situation, rather than for the story 
itself. It is this haunting conviction that 
nas caused the storm. 
The Rushing In of Fools is not a cheer- 
ful fancy. The scene is laid in Kingston, 
Jamaica, and the principal theater of action 
is in the Kingston Woman's club. Mrs. 
Baxton Dure, whose name is suggestive of 
her spirit, is a leader in the club and an 
ardent advocate of what is termed ad- 
vanced thought. Among others things, she 
favors club affiliation with négroes whose 
intellectual capacity is of a high order. 


When Mrs. Dare Dares. 


Mrs. Dare practices as she preaches. Be- 
fore the story has progressed far, the Dal- 
rymple family comes to Kingston. The Dal- 
rymples are refined, educated, and agreea- 
ble. So what is the difference when rumor 
begins to cireulate the story that there is 
just a trace of negro blood in their veins,

Alice Bradford Wiles, who is a leader of 
the anti-negro forces. I do not care to 
discuss the story off hand.”

But like others whose ex- 
pressions require exclamation points she 
refused to allow her name to be used.

Chief O'Neill's Men Take a Hand in the 
Contest for Early Closing, Asking 
Prospective Patrons Not to Deal 


to Accede to the Demands of Their 
Employes—Tells of the Evils of 
Child Labor. 


Policemen on West Madison street took 
a quiet but effective part last night in 
the fight of the retail clerks for early 
closing. Whenever an opportunity was 
given the patrolman informed prospective 
patrons of open stores that they were 
not disposed to be fair to the clerks and 
ought not to be patronized. : 

‘We believe the fight of the clerks is just 
and ought to be successful,“ said one patrol- 
man. One merchant is to blame for the 
trouble, and we have agreed that none of the 
West Side patrolmen shail patronize him. 
We tel] our friends about his place, and also 
impress upon them that they should remind 
the proprietors of other stores it would be 
well for them to enter the closing move- 
ment.“ 


Only Ten Stores Open. 

All stores in West Madison street, except 
the ten furnishing goods houses which re- 
‘mained open last Friday, closed last night 
at 6:30 o’clock. Proprietors of shoe and dry 
goods stores have informed Business Agent 
T. J. Johnson of the Retail Clerks that they 
will continue to close for the present, thus 
giving the clerks time to bring the objecting 
proprietors into line. 

Eight of the ten haberdashers who refuse 
to close sustain themselves by the argument 

that the clerks’ should get the two proprie- 
tors who caused the trouble to sign agree- 
ments before the eight stores which are 
willing to close are asked to do so, 

The clerks are devoting their attention for 
the present to union organizations on the 
West Side. The unions are visited and the 
members are asked to use their influence 
with the merchants who are fighting the 
early closing movement. If this fails the 
Chicago Federation of Labor will be asked 
néxt Sunday to take up the fight by instruct- 
ing its Grievance committee to visit the 
haberdashers.

Evils of Child Labor. 

Mrs. Irene Ashby MacFadyen of London, 
England, spoke last night at Hull House 
on Child Labor in the South.“ Mrs, Mac- 
Fadyen has been studying the question as 
the official representative of the American 
Federation of Labor. She said children 
from the age of 6 to 12 years crowd the 
Southern cotton factories, 10 per cent of 
them being victims of consumption. She 
said what the South needs most is 4a guar- 
anteed education law.“ 

The most bitter opponents of a compulsory 
law, said the speaker, were the New Eng- 
land manufacturers, who own many of the 
mills in the South. According to Mrs. Mac- 
Fadyen they have fought every law intro- 
duced in the South in the interest of chil- 
dren, their only argument being that the 
children would starve if they could not work. 

Mrs. MacFadyen thought the great danger 
of child labor lay in the effect it will have 
on future generations, The man of the fu- 
ture will be drawfed and spiritless, she said. 


Lack of Vaccination, Say Health Ex- 
perts, Has Imperiled Hundreds 
of Prisoners. 


As a result of alleged failure to enforce 
vaccination rules at the bridewell, hundreds 
t prisoners and 400 boys in the John Worthy 
hool have been placed in danger of con- 
tracting smallpox. 
Four patients sufféring from the disease 
were removed from the bridewell yesterday.

Spalding, Who was called by Superintendent 
Sloan, when the contagion became manifest. 
The victims are: : 

McFencé, John, 22 years old; never vaccinated. 
Magors, John, 31 years old; never vaccinated.

‘ated. 


The outbreak, it is said, was the result 
ot exposure to contagion carried into the 
Mmstitution by William Hefford on Jan. 27, 
and the health officials declare that if the 
rule requiring vaccination had been en- 
forced the disease would not have mani- 
fested itself. After the mild epidemic in 
the bridewell about a year ago this rule was 
for a time observed, but lately, it is said, 
laxity has been shown, and when an ex- 
amination was made after the four in- 
mates were stricken with the disease it 
was found that scores of prisoners and in- 
mates of the John Worthy School had not 
been vaccinated. 

Hefford, the first victim in the present 
outbreak, contracted the disease in a lodg- 
ing-house. He was taken sick while con- 
fined in the bridewell, yet notwithstanding 
thie fact; it is said, prisoners were subse- 
quently admitted without. being subjected 
to vaccination. Yesterday the 1.300 men, 
‘women, and boys confined in the institutions 
were examined, and those who had not been 
rotected against. contagion were inocu- 


ated.

Special Train Carries Observation Par- 
ty to Morton Grove, Where Rays of 
Light from an Engine Hidden 
Among the Hills Are Reflected in 
Sky Overhead — Stationed in Ca- 
boose, Passengers See Track and 
Telegraph Posts for a Mile Ahead.

A disk of light thrown against the sky 
located the St. Paul express last evening to 
a party of road officials stationed at Morton 
Grove, although the train was yet eight miles 
away and behind intervening hills. To all 
appearances the tracks were clear, the signal 
in the sky being the only evidence of the ap- 
proaching flyer. 

The road officials had gone to Morton Grove 
on a special train early in the evening to 
judge the merits of the Edwards railroad 
electric headlight, At the conclusion of the 
test the new light was declared the most 
powerful that had ever been carried on the 
head of a locomotive. 


Express Passes at High Speed. 

When the train carrying the new light ar- 
rived on the straight stretch of track which 
begins several miles beyond the Grove a semi- 
circle of light sprang out of the prairie’s 
darkness, and, broadening gradually as the 
train approached, increased in power as it 
approached the town. Bight minutes after 
the beacon was sighted the express dashed 


— 


past the officials gathered on the station plat- 


form at a rate of nearly sixty miles an hour. 

It is declared the new headlight will not 
only minimize the danger of collisions but 
reduce the danger of plunging into open 
draws. At the same time it is held by the 
inventors that ability of engineers to see 
along the track for nearly a mile will ayert 
many accidents. he 


See Track a Mile Ahead. 


The St. Paul railroad has been experiment- 
ing with the new light for the last six weeks. 


Engine 919, carrying the new headlight, 


took the special train of officials to Morton 
Grove. A caboose and a private car made 
up the train. On the trip observations were 
made from the tower of the caboose. From 
their station in the tower the officials could 
see the rails and count the telegraph poles 
for a distance of more than 4 mile ahead of 
the engine. 

Then their attention was directed to the 
vertical beam which sends its reflection to 
the clouds and is one of the distinctive fea- 
tures of the headlight. It is claimed its re- 
flection in the sky can be seen by engineers 
on other trains at a distance of from five to 
ten miles, according to atmospheric condi- 
tions. It is claimed also that colored lights 
can be distinguished readily in the new light. 


Engineer Controls the Light. 


The most serious objection to electric head- 
lights heretofore has been that they blind 
the engineers on trains from opposite direc- 
tions. The Edwards device has a curtain, 
operated from the engineer’s cab, which dims 
the light as trains approach one another.

Mrs. Townsend asserted she was compelled 
to walt on the pier at New York from 10:30 
in the morning until 5:30 in the afternoon 
to have her trunks examined. She was sub- 
jected to much insolence and many annoy- 
ances, and finally left, having her baggage 
sent in bond to Georgetown, D. C., where 
she received civil treatment. 
Another objection. made to the manner in 
which the customs officials turned every- 
thing topsy-turvy when a more careful man- 
ner of handling the contents of trunks would 
have relieved the situation of many annoy~ 
ances. Notwithstanding: all these annoy- 
ances the duties pald amounted to only $8. 


Shaw Favors Reforms. 


Secretary Shaw promptly said he did not 
like the method of unpacking trunks at New 
York and of scattering the contents in all 
directions. He believed the trunks should 
be carefully repacked and that this work 
should be done in a warm room. He prom-

and it is ikely the abuses complained’of will 
we corrected or at least ameliorated, and Mr.

Cites Cases of Smuggling. | 

Secretary Shaw then called attention to 
some of the figures of the department as to 
the evasion of the declaration of oath. He 
said a number of the travelers who had 
signed the petition to the President were 
examples of this. One „* who came in 
the year before the present laws were put 
into execution, had paid no duty on her rep- 
resentation that she had nothing dutiable, 
The following year, under the new law, she 
had made a declaration that she had noth- 
ing dutiable, yet the inspectors found she 
had to pay the government $8,000 duties. Ho 
cited many similar instances of payments 
of $2,000 and $3,000 of duties. He did this, 
he said, merely to point out the dangers of 
being too free. Human nature was prone to 
smuggling. He would like to have a plan 
suggested to him that would prevent an- 
noyance and at the same time protect the 
government, 

Mrs. Hobson explained that she had tray- 
éled in every country in Europe and had had 
no trouble about her baggage. The other 
women had similar experiences. They had 
been required at: anyj place to) wait but a 
short time before their baggage was passed 
and they could go to hotels. They saw no 
reason why this could not prevail in this 


country also, 
Few Claims of Overcharges. 
Secretary Shaw said he found 3 
tively few complaints of overcharges of cus- 
toms duties. He would investigate this 
phase of the matter fully. With the long 
list ot names submitted to him he would 
have plenty of people who would furnish 
statements that would enable him to reach 
the facts. If his own ideas could be fol- 
lowed, he said, he would permit the declara- 
tions of passengers to be followed, and then 
prosecute those found gullty of smuggling. 


Objects to $100 Limit. 

Mr. Kasson wound up the hearing by 
ing the objections of the women. 

The first objection, he said, was to the 
limitation of $100. He pronounced this a 
harsh and illiberal arrangement, and said 
that, under the old laws, a person was al- 
lowed to bring in goods according to his 
or her condition in life, the customs au- 
thorities being the judges of whether a 
man or woman was bringing over more than 
circumstances would justify.

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 12.—Judge Teasdale 
in the Circuit Court here today granted the 
application of Frank James for an injunction 
to stop the production of The James Boys 
in Missouri,” a drama depicting the James 
boys as train robbers and bank looters, which 
has been playing at a local theater. 

The injunction proceedings were brought 
by Frank James, his mother, Zerelda Sam- 
uels, and his step-father, Dr. Reuben Sam- 
uels.

The right of privacy was the principal point 
of law under which Judge Teasdale granted 
the injunction.

Has Right of Privacy. 

Judge Teasdale cited decisions on the point 
under the laws of New York, which, he said, 
were similar to the statutes of Missouri, 
wheréin it had been held that a man has the 
right to prohibit the public exhibition of a 
statue of himself and that a photograph 
of a private individual could not be used as 
a trademark without his consent. Continu- 
ing, he said: : 
The question in the case before this court 
now is: Can a private person be portrayed 
upon the stage without his consent? I can 
see no distinction between the exhibition of 
a photograph or a statue and dressing it up 
and taking the name of a person and portray- 
ing that person upon the stage. The prin- 
ciple involved here is old, but the question is 
new. I can find no decisions at all that have 
any bearing on the case, at least in recent 
years. Under the view of it that I have 
taken the in junction will de granted.“ 


COAL TEAMSTERS SEE 
NEW FIELD TO CONQUER. 


Having Had Fair Success in War on Gas 
They Propose to Right the Alleged 
Wrongs of Brewery Wagon Drivers. 


Coal teamsters, having had fair success in 
their fight against gas, are about to take up 
the cudgels in behalf of the brewery team- 
sters, even if it endangers the supply of beer. 
They intimate that unless the brewery men 
agree to the demands of the brewery team- 
sters the coal teamsters will refuse to haul 
coal to the offending breweries. The possi- 
bility of a beer famine as a result of such 
action, they insist, has no fears for them. 

The teamsters have the sympathy of the 

brewery engineers and brewery firemen. Op- 
posed to them is the Malsters and Brewers’ 
union, which signed a contract. with the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee Brewers’ association 
and the Illinois Brewers’ association for the 
next year. By this contract the brewers and 
malsters gained an eight-hour day, with nine 
hours’ pay, $16.50 a week, anda liberal allow- 
ance of beer. The contract, however, had 
nothing to say concerning the teamsters, the 
engineers, or the firemen. : 
It was the understanding.“ said Manager 
Austin J. Doyle of the Brewers’ association, 
that the Executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor had the question of au- 
tonomy over the brewers’ firemen and en- 
gineers under discussion, the brewers and 
malsters claiming jurisdiction on the one 
hand, while the stationary engineers and fire- 
men hold they have jurisdiction on the other. 
As this question has not been settled, we 
signed the agreement with the brewers and 
malsters and kept the other agreements in 
abeyance.”’ 

The holding up of the agreements with the 
firemen, engineers, and teamsters was what 
aroused the anger of the coal teamsters, with 
whom some of the brewery teamsters are 
affiliated. 

We propose to see that these teamsters 
get their rights,” said President Albert 
Young of the coal teamsters, and we are 
willing to help the firemen and engineers 
also. The Malsters and Brewers’ union 
forced the brewers to sign a contract with 
them by threatening to strike if the firemen 
were recognized. In this way they kept the 
agreement of the firemen in doubt. We ein- 
tend to show the brewers, as well as the 
Brewers and Malsters’ union, that the team- 
sters have something to say in this wrangle.“ 

President Joe Morton of the stationaty fire- 
men says the brewers will have to make an 
agreement with the firemen or there will be 
trouble. 


WILL ENLARGE FORT SHERIDAN. 


General Army Board’s Recommendation 
Expected to Be Adopted by 
Gongress. 


The action of the General board of the 
United States army in making Fort Sheridan 
the principal post jn the United States will 
result in doubling the capacity of the bar- 
racks and the erection of many new build- 
ings on the reservation. 

The present capacity of the post is 1,100 
men, and the plan of the board, which will 
probably be adopted by Congress, will give 
room for 200 men, divided into a full regi- 
ment of twelve companies of infantry, num- 
bering 1,800, four troops, or one squadron, 
of cavairy, numbering 350, and two batteries 
of artillery, numbering 330, in addition to 
the staff ofticers. 
Tze barracks will be doubied in capacity 

and the new brick houses in officers’ row 
will make that street twice as longasat pres- 
ent. Including the new stables, the total 
expenditure will not be far from $200,000. ~~ 

Some time ago Major General Elwell S. 
Otis, commanding the Department of the 
Lakes, with other army officers, including 
the Quartermaster General, went over the 
grounds and planned where the new builld- 
ings should be located. : 

The Twenty-ninth infantry, which has 
been recruited at Fort Sheridan and Colum- 
bus barracks, will start for the Philippines 
on Feb. 2U, leaving the post with two bat- 
teries of artillery. The place of the Twenty- 
‘ninth Regiment will be taken by the Twen- 
tieth, which is on its way back from the Phil- 
Ippines, and should reach here early in 
March. |

Canton, O., Feb. 12.—The Northern Ohio 
Traction company, the Everett-Moore syn- 
dicate, and Henry Everett have arranged to 
dispose of their interests in the Canton-Ak- 
ron street railway lines, the Canton and 
Massillon City street car systems, and the 
Canton-Massilion interurban line, with the 
extension to Navarre. Papers for the con- 
summation of this deal have been drawn up 
and signed. The transaction will involve 
over $2,500,000. Chairman Norman confirms 
the story of the sale. 

The Canton-Akron property was purchased 
on option several months ago by the North- 
ern Ohio Traction company of the Everett- 
Moore syndicate from the Canton-Akron 
company. An option for $50,000 was paid to 
guarantee their taking the property at the 
agreed price when it was completed and put 
in operation. The Canton-Massillon proper- 
ties were secured later by a purchase of the 
stock of the Canton-Massillon Electric com- 
pany in the interests of the Everett-Moore 
syndicate. 

The present purchasers of both properties 
are said to be a syndicate composed of the 
banking house of Tucker & Anthony of Bos- 
ton, L. E. Myers of Chicago, and Eastern 
capitalists.

LINCOLN’S BIRTHDAY. 
Yesterday had a double significance and 
accomplished a kind of economy in celebra- 
tion, It was an ecclesiastical fast and a 
secular feast. It was both Ash Wednesday 
and Liucoln's birthday. Consequently 
there were special masses in the morning 
and special banquets in the evening, The 
masses introduced a season which has been 
set apart for religious exercises, but which 
is likely to be broken into this year by the 
festivities incident to Prince Henry’s visit. 
The banquets commemorated the first of 
those two great birthdays which, as they 
come so close together, serve to remind the 
American people at almost the same time 
of their two greatest national leaders. 

These birthdays, while they do not pro- 
voke the kind of exhilaration that prevails 
on the Fourth of July, perhaps accomplish 
a deeper purpose, The 12th of February 
does not entirely suspend business, nor is 
it given over, like Memorial day, to road 
races or, like Thanksgiving, to football 
games. Factories and stores are not closed 
on Lincoln’s birthday; but about as many 
people pay honor to his memory as would 
do so if they were closed. Most men take 
advantage of holidays to amuse themselves, 
But the 12th of February exercises lose 
nothing in number or influence as the years 
go by, for Lincoln continues to grow upon 
the people. Not all the addresses delivered 
here or elsewhere yesterday were excellent 
ones, but they all served to direct popular 
attention to the deeds and the opinions of 
a man who is worthy to be its presiding 
genius. What Lincoln did, what Lincoin 
thought, what Lincoln said—these are fields 
of inquiry with which it is well that the 
people should be familiar, The tender at- 
fection which the personality of Lincoln 
arouses, so different from the somewhat un- 
wholesome, hypnotic spell that is cast upon 
one by the genius of a man like Napoleon, 
brings Lincoln's teaching home to men's 
bosoms: with telling force. 


THE UNIVERSITY AND THE PEOPLE. 
The scant recognition accorded in this 
country to the man of pure science as dis- 
tinguished from the man of practical in- 
vention has been of late the subject of some | 
comment, and it is true that the American 
scholar has to contend against difficulties 
much greater than those that exist abrocd. 
There is certain ground for encouragement, 
however, in another aspect of the case. Al- 
though the American university seems to 
condemn most of its professors to a round 
of drudgery which is likely to preclude 
original research, the American people seem 
more and more inclined to call upon those 
professors for services in which they appear 
prominently before the public, and as the 
result of which they can earn that general 
recoguition which they have the right to 
covet. 
President Schurman of Cornell, for in- 
stance, was placed at the head of the first 
Philippine commission; Dean Worcester 
of the University of Michigan was a member 
of that commission and is also a member 
of the administrative body which has sue- 
ceeded it; Professor Moses of the Univer- 
sity of California is now a colleague of 
Dean Worcestet’s; Professor Hollander of 
Johns Hopkins University was made Treas- 
urer of Porto Rico when the United States 
government instituted the civi] administra- 
tion of the island and drafted the revenue 
law now in force; David Starr Jordan, 
now President of Leland Stanford Univer- 
sity, was for many years the scientific ad-

that men of scholarship are coming to hold 
in the publie mind. Meanwhile, even those 


university professors and Presidents who 
do not enter political or public administra- 
tive life receive a large share of general 
approval and confidence, Men like Eliot 
of Harvard, Hadley of Lale, Angell of 
Michigan, and Northrup of Minnesota ex- 
ercisé an influence which is by no means 
confined within the limits of their respec- 
tive universities. The President of a large 
institution of learning occupies a position 
of wide influence. What he does is every- 
where noted, what he says is everywhere 
discussed. The prominence which is given 
even to the casual silly remark of a univer- 
sity professor in his classroom indicates the 
interest that the public takes in the univer- 
sity professor’s opinions. | 
With these things in mind, one cannot 
eay that the universities are a neglected and 
disregarded part of American life. On the 
contrary, they have now an influence which 
is both wide and deep, and if the policy 
recently outlined by President James of 
Northwestern be carried out in its full con- 
sequences, the great American university 
will every year find itself more intimately 
connected with the events and tendencies 
of the present day. There will be no 
estrangement between the universities and 
the people. Rather will the university draw 
closer to the people and the people make a 
continually larger use of the learning of the 
aniversity. 


CUBAN TRADE WORTH HAVING. | 

The moral sense of this country is in favor 
ot special reciprocal trade arrangements 
with Cuba—involving reduced duties on su- 
gar and tobacco from the island—as an act 
of consideration and justice for the Cuban 
people. The unprejudiced business sense of 
the country is also in favor of the same 
action, and has reason to be, on purely busi- 


It appears that Cuban imports from the 
United States last year amounted to but 
$28,475,000, while those from other coun- 
tries reached the sum of $37,692,000. More- 
over, instead of increasing in volume, the 
imports into Cuba from this country de- 
creased 6 per cent the same year, while 
those from five other parts of the earth in- 
creased from 19 to 87 per cent.— 

Oolonef Bliss, Collvctor of the Port of Ha- 
vana, estimates that under reciprocal trade 
relations, (1) all but $10,000,000 worth of 
the $66,167,000 worth of imports into Cuba 
last year would have come from this coun- 
try; (2) that, granted prosperity, the im- 
ports into Cuba would almost at once 
amount, to $100,000,000 a year, of which 
$86,000,000 werth would go from this coun- 
try; and (8) that in two years the total of 
such imports would reach $150,000,000, and 
would come substantially from this country. 
These may be regarded by some as over- 
confident estimates, But Colonel Bliss 
should be as well qualified as any one to 
forecast the future of Cuban commerce, and 
his statements at least cafise the interested 
opposition to any reduction of duties on Cu- 
ban products to seem of comparatively 
minor importance to the business develop- 
ment of the United States. If the duty on 
Ouban sugar were reduced one-third, or 
about $9,600,000 on this year’s crop—esti- 
mated at 800,000 tons—the beet sugar inter- 
ests in this country would not suffer there- 
by, and under reciprocal arrangements new 
trade with this country aggregating several 
times the amount mentioned would presum- 
ably be stimulated. 

The more comprehensively the policy of 
reciprocity with Cuba is analyzed, the more 
does it appear to be not only an honorable 
policy, but also a wise one from a business 
standpoint. The trade of a prosperous peo- 
ple inhabiting the Pearl of the Antilles will, 
indeed, be worth having. 


THE ANGLO-JAPANESE ALLIANCE. 
With the announcement of a five-year al- 
liance, offensive and defensive, between 


East have taken a new and unexpected 
trend. The pact is short but so clear in its 
terms that no other power will have any 
difficulty in understanding it, or find any 
way to misconstrue it. Stated in the fewest 
possible words, the two nations agree to 
maintain and defend the integrity and inde- 
pendence of China and Corea for the time 
stipulated in the agreement, guarding them 
jointly in time of peace and assisting each 
other in time of war. This is an announce- 
ment that any power menacing or seeking 
to disturb the independence of China or 
Corea must settle with Great Britain and 
Japan. 

The combination is a powerful one from 
the naval point of view. It is also strong 
from a political and diplomatic point of 
view. ‘Neither the United States nor Ger- 
many will be likely to protest against it, 
Germany is satisfied with its naval base at 
Kiao-Chou, and so long as China is not in- 
vaded or menaced probably will remain 
content. As to Manchuria, it has made no 
protests against Russia’s operations in that 
province. The new agreement will be grate- 
ful to the United States, for it isin the inter- 
ésts of the open door” policy. It is also 
a compensation to Great Britain for the 
naval station at Wei-Hai-Wei, which it has 
abandoned as of no use in protecting its 
interests, which lie chiefly within the basin 
of the Yangtse. It is of the highest im- 
portance to Japan, whose interests are main- 
ly in Corea, and have been menaced of late 
by Russia. 

That the agreement is a direct warning to 
Russia and an indirect warning to France 
is most Kikely. It serves notice on those 
powers that the status quo in China and 
Corea is to be maintained, and indirectly 
that any further advances of Russia will be 
checked by Great Britain and Japan to- 
gether. How far it applies to the Russian 
occupation of Manchuria remains to be 
seen, The Russians are already there and, 
if all reports be true, by the consent of 
China. No steps have been taken to annex it 
to Russia, but the Russian influence is para - 
mount in a large part of the province. The 
Japanese Minister in London says that the 
treaty was not directed specially against 
Russia, but that Manchuria is undoubtedly 
within its scope. If this be so, there is 
possibility of trouble. Time will tell. 

It is premature now to discuss the out- 
come of this new and unexpected treaty. 
There is much below the surface that is un- 
known. There are many moves yet to be 
made on the Oriental chessboard. Other 
treaties may yet be negotiated. The United 
States cannot be a party to any of these for- 
eign alliances, but its opinions will be none 
the less highly respected. At present, as 
an interested looker-on, it is satisfied with 
the pact made by Great Britain and Japan, 
for its commercial interests are the same es 
those of these two nations. Their purpose is 
neither aggression nor self - seeking, but sim-

The time required for pagsing through a trans- 
Isthmian canal is. an important feature of the 
problem; it is affected by the length, by the num- 
ber of locks, by the number ot curves, and by the 
sharpness of the curvature, for in general it is not 
feasible to run a ship on a curve in a narrow chan- 
nel with the same speed as on a straight course, 
unless, indeed, the curvature is slight. The speed 
te also affected by depth of water under the keel 
of the ship. It is well known that the same powe 
applied to a ship in deep water of unlimited width 
will produce a much higher rate of movement 
than the same power applied to the same ship in a 
restricted waterway, especially when the draft 
of the ship is but little less than tlie depth of the 
water. These considerations all have their bear- 
Ing upon the dimensions of a ship canal, and they 
have probably never before received such careful 
consideration in connection with the designing of 


& waterway as by the Isthmian Canal commis-. 


sion. The effect of the depth and width of the 
canal on the time of passage by either route was 
determined with as great a degree of acou 

as the data at the command of engineers at the 
present time will permit. Equally careful con- 
sideration was given to the effect of curvature 
and to the time of passing through the locks on 
sach line, the latter including the delay of slow- 
Ing on approaching the lock and of increas! 
speed after passing it, the time of opening 
closing the gates, and the time of emptying or 


filling the -locks. The computations based upon 


all these elements of the question indicate that 
what may be called an average ship will require 
thirty-three hours for passing through the 
Nicaragua Canal and twelve hours for the Panama 
Canal, It is thus seen that the time of passage 


through the Panama Canal will not much 
one-third of the time required by the Nicaragua 


route.—Wiltiam H. Burr, in Scribner's.

PITAL DEDICATED. 


Class of Fourteen Nurses Graduated— 
Dr. J. B. Deaver of Philadelphia 
Makes Address of the Evening and 
Will Perform First Operation in the 

Big Room This Morning—Seating Ca- 
pacity for 500 Students Provided— 
Total Cost of Improvement $25,000. 


The new clinic-room at Merey H 
said to be one of the finest in the West, was 
dedicated last evening, when the tenth class 
of nurses was graduated from the training 
school, 

Representatives of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, Whose medical school is affiliated with 
the hospital, took a leading part in the dedi- 
catory exercisés. The address of the even- 

& was delivered by Dr. John B. Deaver of 
Philadelphia. He will perform the first op- 
eration in the new clinic-room this morning. 


Dr, Sheppard and Dr. Davis Speak. 

Dr. Robert D. Sheppard and Dr. Nathan 
S. Davis, who have been closely associated 
with the work of Mercy Hospital as well as 
that of Northwestern University, spoke of 
the history of the two institutions, telling 
how, though the university and the hospital 
are controlled by different managements 
for a number of years they have codperated 
in medical and surgical work. An address 
‘was also given by Dr. J. H. Hollister. 

The presentation of diplomas was made 
by Dr. Edmund Andrews, who has been con- 
mected with Mercy Hospital for forty-five 
years. He spoke to the young nurses on the 
duties and responsibilities of their profes- 
sion. Fourteen young women received di- 
plomas from the Chicago Medical society, 
having finished their three years’ course at 
the institution. 


Addition Cost $25,000, 

The new clinic-room cost $25,000. The seat- 
ing capacity of the amphitheater is 600. 
Among the new rooms added to the hospital 
is a waiting-room for patients,a small private 
operating-room, fitted with the latest oper- 
ating apparatus, an anzsthetizing-room} a 
sterilizing-room, and an instrument-room. 
An X-ray Pparatus will be added to the 
equipment soon. The addition to the insti- 
tution has been in the course of construétion 
since the last of June. 

The hospital was founded on Feb. 22, fifty- 
che years ago, at the old House on the 
North Side. The sisters who took charge 
at the time were Mary Vincent, Mary de 
Chantal, Mary Patricia, and Mary Ann. The 
last named was the first one of the sisters to 
die in the hospital. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS GATHER. 


National Convention Assembles in 
Washington to Promote the Rights 
It Claims. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—The first in- 
ternational woman suffrage conference and 
the thirty-fourth annual convention of the 
National American Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation was begun here today, The conven- 
tion was presided over by Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, its President. The delegates were 
welcomed to the city by Henry B. F. Mac- 
farland, President of the Board of District 
- Commissioners. 

The foreign delegates, who were seated 
on the platform and who took great interest 
in the proceedings, listened to words of 
poe from May Wright Sewall, Clara 

rton, Susan B. Anthony, and the Rev. 
Anna H. Shaw. 

Mme. Sofja Levovna Friedland of Russia 
fittingly responded, saying in part that Rus- 
sia had been the friend of America during 
the civil war and that close ties of friend- 
ship exist between the two countries. Amer- 
ica, she said, had more than once displayed 
friendship toward Russia, and had sent her 
ships there to protect her people from a most 
cruel enemy—hunger. 

The feature of the public session was the 
address of Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt. Mrs. 
Catt said: 

Hard upon the track of the man suffrage 
movement presses the movement for woman 
suffrage, a logical step onward. It has come 
as inevitably and as naturally as the flower 
unfolds from the bud, or the fruit develops 
from the flower. Why should woman suf- 


hold their suffrage by the guarantee of the 
two principles of liberty, and for these rea- 
sons only. One, ‘taxation without repre- 
sentation is tyranny’; who dares deny it? 
And are not women taxed? The other, gov- 
ernments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed.’ How simple and 
unanswerable that petition of justice. And 
are not women governed? These axioms 


thundered forth in eloquent plea in every 
civilized land. 

The future belongs to the book, not the 
sword; it belongs to life and not to death,’ 
pealed out the voice of Victor Hugo. The 
world nodded and exclaimed, ‘ True, the 
word is passing and the rule of the book is 
coming in. Then, we may ask, since wom- 
an may read the book and write the book, 
why should she have no share in the govern- 


and support? And who can answer? 

„A campaigner in the recent New York 
municipal campaign pleaded eloquently with 
the women to lend their aid. Said he: It 
is the proud duty of the women of this city 
to advise men how, to vote, since they have 
more time than men to intelligently learn to 
comprehended thé situation, and every Low 
follower echoed: True!“ But if women are 
competent to’ teach men how to vote, why 
not vote themselves? 

„These are the arguments the world has 
put into our mouths. Their logic can no

Professor Pearson's resignation was 
offered at a secret meeting of the Executive 
committee of the Board of Trustees of North- 
western University at the home of William 
A. Dyche, Evanston, Tuesday night. The 
session lasted untl after midnight, and the 
professor was calledinearly. After stating 
his’ position as he saw it he gave the com- 
mittee the following letter of resignation: 
“I hereby tender my resignation as pro- 
fessor of English literature in Northwestern 
University. With the kindest feeling toward 


vou all and best wishes for the future welfare 


of the institution to which I have given so 
— years of service, Iam very respectfully 
C. W. PERARSON.”’ 

The ‘Tesignation will take effect as soon as 
arrangements can be made to secure some 
one to take the chair of English literature 
in the university. The professor’s salary will 
continue until Jan. 1, 1908. 


Expects to Give Up Teaching. 

“TI do not think that I will enter a class- 
room again,“ Professor Pearson said last 
night. My position will probably be filled, 
temporarily at least, at the opening of the 
second semester next week. I will spendmy 
time in preparation of my lectures.“ 

No provision has been made for a suc- 
cessor to Professor Pearson,“ Dr. Daniel 
3 acting President of the universi- 
ty, 

The committee consisting of Dr, Robert D. 
Sheppard, Dr. Daniel Bombright, and M. H. 
Wilson, which was appointed to investigate 
the case.of Professor Pearson, and decided 
that his resignation should be asked for, did 
not make an official report to the trustees. 
Dr. Bonbright resigned from it because of his 
long friendship with Professor Pearson and 
his desire not to act contrary to the wishes of 
the trustees. 


Causes of the Trouble. 


The incident which led to the resignation 
of Professor Pearson took place on Jan. 
12. On that day he made known the con- 
tents of a paper entitled, Open Inspira- 
tion versus a Closed Canon and Infallible 
Bible.“ The paper was written in answer 
to the query propounded by the Rev. Mr. 
Macaffee, “On what basis can Christians 
unite for aggresive action? It created 


an uproar in Northwestern University as 


well as in the Methodist Church. Professor 
Pearson was denounced in many quarters 
and his belief generally attacked. Subse- 
quently he gave expression to views deny- 
ing the divinity of Christ, which practically 
covered the Unitarian belief.

| MAKE BREAD AND DOUGHNUTS. 


“Gooking School Will Be Opened in Ar- 
mour Mission to Take Up Work Late- 


The popular science of cookery, with 
Special stress on the bread d doughnut 
departments, will be introduced in the Ar- 
mour Mission, and 200 girls of the mission 
will be instructed in the arts of the kitchen. 
The school, which will be for the regular at- 
tendants of the mission, probably will 
be opened in thetearly spring with one of the 
mestructors of the school of domestic arts 
and sciences of Armour Institute as teacher. 
| The Rev. Johnson Henderson, pastor of Ar- 
mour Mission, is sponsor for the school. 
The demand for a school in cookery was 
noticed after the domestic science depart- 
ment was excluded from Armour Institute 
jast June. Dozens of girls just learning to 
superintend kitchens in their homes were 
given instruction by students in the normal 
School of cookery. The demand came from 
mothers of the neighborhood that their 
Gaughters be taught particularly to bake 
light bre4d and flakey doughnuts. With 
the close of cooking school there was no 
0rresponding cessation of demand for 
Goughnuts and bread well made, and it was 
decided that Armour Mission might serve

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


New Setting to an Old Tale. 
„Ulysses,“ by Stephen Phillips. The 
Macmillan company. 

It is nothing new for a poet, even in the 
day of this generation, to write for the stage, 
and Stephen Phillips, in setting his poems in 
dramatic form, has done more than Brown- 
ing and Tennyson frequently did. There are, 
however, many differences in the work of 
these men, and Phillips’ latest poem-play, 
„Ulysses, is peculiar in that it is essentially 
spectacular, and, like the Pelleas and 
Melisande of Maeterlinck, must depend for 
its success to a great extent upon the scen- 
ery and the effects. 

Although the hero of the play be the 
legendary hero of the ancient epic, 
and though the dramatis persone be 
composed chiefly of gods and  half- 
gods, ghosts and the damned, neverthe- 
less the play has a practical construction and 
does not lie under the implication of being a 
closet play, as do even the most unforgetta- 
ble and fascinating of Robert Browning's 
dramas. Moreover, the elemental episodes 
of the play, being, as they are, part and par- 
cel of the knowledge of all educated men, 
and appealing to the imagination as strenu- 
ously as does Hamlet,“ reconcile the mind 
to the discomfort of being forced into the as- 
sociation of the listener with Zeus, Poseidon, 
Athene, and Aphrodite. 

It must, however, be work of no ordinary 
quality which will win the ear to tales of 
eld, and reconcile the literaiist, the realist, 
and the lover of probabilities to endure a 
play with the old gods for the characters. 
Some humor, a sense of humanity even 
among these divinities, an atmosphere of 
verisimilitude in the midst of impossibili- 
ties, is surely required, and in the case of 
Ulysses’ is undeniably provided. The 
lines are distinguished; the dignity of the 
treatment forbids one to smile; and the en- 
chantment of the never-to-be-forgotten tale 
weaves again its spell, here at the midday of 
things, in the garish and noisy time. 

The quotation of a few lines will best indi- 
cate the quality of the drama. In Ulysses’ 
hall, he being absent many months, suitors 
gather importuning Penelope, his wife, while 
they consume his substance and insult his 
son. The old minstrel of the house at the 
command of one of the suitors sings: 

O, set the sails, for Troy, for Troy is fallen. 

And Helen cometh home; 
O, set the sails, and all the Phrygian winds 
Breathe us across the foam! 
O, set the sails unto the golden west! 
It is oer, the bitter strife. 
At last the. father cometh to the son, 
And the husband to the wife! 

{During this song Penelope has 8 de- 
scended, accompanied by two handmaids, 
and stands listening unnoticed. She holds 
her veil before her face.] 

And she shall fall upon his heart 
With never a spoken word——

There are opportunities for impressive 
scenic effects, as when Ulysses floats down 
the River Styx and beholds Tantalus, Sisy- 
phus, and Prometheus enduring their tor- 
ments, and when, amid a hindering whirl 
of souls, Ulysses fights his: way up out of 
hades. 

The germ and e or enduring ro- 
mance lies in the tale, and the poet has given 
a beautiful setting toit. If one hesitates to 
give it unreserved praise it is because fairy 
tales, however symbolic, historic, or ex- 
quisite, must hold less interest than tales 
concerning men and women. Moreover, a 
redaction, however eloquent, is not a crea- 
tion, and Mr. Phillips defrauds himself 
when he retells a tale which is already the 
possession of educated man the world over. 
Mr. Phillips, with his ability, is entitled to 
know the full joy of the creative artist, even 
as Rostand knows it. The English and the 
Irish poets have. been serving up the for- 
gotten gods persistently of late, and the 
world is renewing its acquaintance with the 
mythical Greeks and Gaels, but one may 
well question if these twice told tales have 
in them the vitality of new creations. 
It is well to read about Ulysses, Calypso, 
Deirdre, Fand, and the Daoine-Sidhe, the 
furies, and the sad shades of hades, but the 
impression made upon the mind is fragile, 
illusive. Delicate and shivering ghosts are 
these, who fade from our consciousness. 
But we do not forget Cyrano, nor L’ Aigion, 
nor Clara Sang. It is impossible to be too 
grateful for a drama which may also be 
considered literature, but is it too much to 
ask that we be given men and women in 
preference to gods e fairies?

The Holy Seat is no ning’ more 
than a wooden chair, which, according to 
pious tradition, was used by the Apostle St. 
Peter as first Christian Bishop“ of Rome. 
The ancient framework of yellow oak, all 
worm eaten and decayed, is preserved behind 
the tribune of the ca of St. Peter in 
church designed 
by Bernini, which is upheld by the four 
great fathers of the chufeh—namely: the 
Saints a Athanasius, Ambrose, 
and Augustine, 

From the time⸗that the relic was placed in 
the bronze chair by Bernini until the year 
1867—that is to say, for a period of consid- 
erably over two centuries—no one had ever 
set eyes upon it. But in that year, on the 
occasion of the eighteenth centenary of the 
martyrdom of the Apostle St. Peter, Pope 
Pius IX. ordered it to be exposed for the ven- 
eration of the faithful. 


Prince of the apostles ruled the Church of 
Rome, and it is a matter of history, not of 
legend, that Ceadwalla, King of the West 
Saxons, journeyed all the way from England 
to Rome in the seventh century of the Chris- 
tian era for the purpose. The fact that he 
had made this pilgrimage was recorded in 
his epitaph, set up in old St. Peter’s by Pope 
Sergius I., the epitaph being quoted in the 
history of the church by the venerable Bede. 

The chair of the apostle was preserved 
until the fourth century in the St. Priscilla 
catacomb. This catacomb is situated near 
the ruins ot the villa of the Roman Senator, 
Pudens, who, according to an ancient tra- 
dition, gave hospitality to St. Peter. It was 
this particular catacomb wich was not 


likewise the spot whence they ruled the 
church, and many of the early writers of the 
church refer to these catacombs as having 
been the place where St. Peter's Church was 
situated. It was not until the fourth or 
fifth century that the Holy Seat, as well as 
the administrative headquarters of the 
church, were transferred from the catacomb 
in question to the old Cathedral of Sst. 
Peter’s, which occupied the site upon which 
onl 3 Basilica of the same name

than had not only the right to present any- 
body else at a levee but likewise to appear 
himself at as many levees as he saw fit, and 
I have known some men in no way connected 
with court or government attend as many as 
three or four levees in the season, just for 
the sake of seeing their name in the papers | 
as having been at court. and as having made 
their bow to the then Prince of Wales or to 
one of the other royal Princes representing 
the sovereign. Under the former regula- 
tions there was no means of checking this 
abuse. For, although it was necessary to 
get cards from the Lord Chamberlain's of- 
fice when presented for the first time, no 
application to the Lord Chamberlain was 
necessary for going to a levee when already 
presented. 

According to the new rules nobody will be 
admitted to a levee without cards from the 


will only have a limited number for distri- 
bution among the non-official class. Even 
the number of government officials at levees 
is to be greatly restricted. For no govern- 
ment official can henceforth go to a levee 
without the sanction of the head of his de- 
partment, and it is the latter's private sec- 
retary who has charge of the distribution 
of the limited number of cards. 

In consequence of this it will be hence- 
forth something of a distinction to attend a 
levee, which was far from being the case 
during the previous reign, while King Ed- 
ward or the Princes receiving in his stead 
will be relieved of an immense amount of 
unnecessary work, since there will now be 
merely 200 or 300 men to pass before the | 
presiding royalty instead of 2,000 or 8,000. 

Another innovation at court is that the 
sovereign will no longer kiss peeresses and 
their daughters on being presented to him 
at courts and at drawing-rooms at which 
he may be present. This custom was in 
vogue during the reigns of the last two 
Georges and of King William, and is still in 
force at Dublin Castle, where the Viceroy 
as representative of the sovereign impresses 
a chaste salute on the cheek of every fair 
one presented to him at drawing-rooms. 
King Edward probably has come to the con- 
clusion that this indiscriminate kissing 
cheapens the price of the salute and that it 
is moreover in questionable taste, and he 
has therefore done away with it, and it is 
probable that it will henceforth become a 
thing of the past at Dublin Castle as well. 

nere 15 no truth in the story printed in 
the English and American press to the effect 
that the divorce of Lord Rosslyn, having 
been obtained in Scotland, is not valid tn 
England. The English courts have long 
since conceded that an English marriage 
may be dissolved by the tribunals of any 
country. where the parties are legally dom- 
iciled at the time of their divorce. Lord 
Rosslyn’s legal domicile at the time of his 
divorce was in Scotland, so was that of his 
Countess, so that there can be no doubt 
about the legality of their divorce. 

A decidedly queer féature of the latter, 
however, and one to which no attention has 
been drawn until now, is the fact that the 
proceedings coincided with the Earl's dis- 
chargé from his bankruptcy, thanks to the 
generosity of his father-in-law, Robert 
Vyner, who enabled him to settle with his 
creditors by a payment of seven shillings 
and sixpence in the pound. That a man 
should go to such lengths for his son-in-law 
at the moment when the latter is divorcirg 
his daughter is to say the least strange. 

Its explanation may be sought in the cir- 
cumstance that the talented and beautiful 
Lady Rosslyn was determined at all costs 
to secure her freedom from her ne’er-do- 
well husband, who to matrimonial neglect 
has added everything that could bring his 
name, and, consequently, hers, into unpleas- 
ant notoriety. Lord Rosslyn by consenting 
to this divorce in Scotland, where matri- 
monial bonds are sundered merely for the 
sake of desertion, has practically restored 
matrimonial freedom to his wife with- 
out the slightest reflection on her good name, 

The Committee of Privileges of the House 
of Lords, to which the contest for the office 
of Lord Great Chamberlain of the Realm 
has been referred by the Court of Claims, is 
not, strictly speaking, a tribunal. Nor has 
it any right to deliver judgment. It ts a 
committee of the entire House of Lords to 
advise the latter on questions referred to 
the House of Lords by the crown. In the 
case of disputed claims to peerages or hered- 
itary offices the sovereign by custom seeks 
the advice of the House of Lords, which re- 
fers the matter to its Committee of Priv- 
lleges. The latter gives its advice through 
the House of Lords to the crown, which’ 
either accepts it or overrides it, but alone 
determines the issue and gives final judg- 
ment.
